This elegant structure was erected tim¬ 
ing the fall of 1878, by Col. It. S. Bukci, 
after whom it was until rally named. It. is 
a fitting monument to the builder's enter 
prise, public spirit, and faith in Southern 
California's metropolis. 

The building is one bundled nml eighty - 
six feet front, by one hundred and seven 
feet, deep; the central tower one hundred 
and ten feet high, and Ml© flanking lowers 
eighty-live feet. The basement , extending 
under the entire building, is divided into 
six rooms, one of which would make n 
grand rfiBtauiant; and the space which can 
be utilized for this purpose exceeds that of 
any other similar rooms in the Htiitc, the 
ceiling being marly thirteen fuel high. 
The first floor, eighteen fret in heiglitli. 
contains six elegant Btnro-rooms, all oceu 
pied, with a central hull one hundred by 
twenty-three feet. In this hall the floor is 
laid with English tibia, in an ingenious 
nml variegated pattern, more bountiful and 
more expensive than ordinary mosaic 
The building is supplied with water and 
gas throughout; everything being in the 
most modem ami comfoi table style. The 
store-rooms are occupied by prominent 
business firms.

INTER-OCEANIC CANAL, 

VIEWS F80M A riiXCTtOXI aTASllPOWT. 

Eihtok Semj-Trowo: Permit me, through 
Hu * 1 columns of your valuable paper, to 
oiler some reflections on the question of it 
ship canal, which is attracting so much 
public attention at this lime, ami with 
such varied opinions. It is quo that 
calls for the thoughtful consideration of 
the people of our State to decide intel¬ 
ligently whether it would prove conducive 
to our prosperity or not, and by whom it 
should bo built. 

The iV< re York Tinm says the Monroe 
doctrine should not be peiinit.tHd to inter 
fere with this project, but that our 
people should work to secure absolute 
neutrality. This would lie right uud 
proper if this guaranteed neutrality could 
be depended upon; but ancient ami mod¬ 
ern history both prove that treaty stipula¬ 
tions are not observed in times of war; 
and in the event of hostilities between our 
country and the powers guaranteeing this 
neutrality, is there a doubt but that the 
first move would be to obtain control of 
this canal as (he key to the Pacific? Other 
journals, anti among them one of our own 
local papers, argue that our interests on 
this coast are opposed U> a nh ip canal, lie- 
cause if built it would divert from ua tile 
be unfit now derived from the Oriental 
overland freight, 

If this canal should be built by any 
olhei nation (as suggested by the Tirnri) 
would not the result bo Hi* same, and not 
only our railroads lose those freights, but 
others would derive all tin: bnuctlt* accru 
ing from the uuiiHtraatiou of the canal. 

I am one of til one who hclievu that the 
increasing commerce of tin world de¬ 
mands that this canal should lw* opened, 
and that it, would not be fair m ju«l for 
uiir (Jovernuuiut to place ub«l ructions in 
•he way atnl at tlm same time adopt 
the policy of the dog in the manger by 
trying to prevent any one dsn from build 
ing it. 

1 have yet to learn on what theory of 
practical experience tlm increasing of 
routes for transportation worl.a to tlm dis- 
advantugo_of a great producing .State like 


California; especially when we consider 
that those productions demand cheap 
freights in order to leave any margin for 
a profit to the producer, 

Tlm through freight, consisting of tens, 
silks, and a few other valuable productions 
that can pay a high rate from the oriental 
world, is insignificant when compared with 
the great benefit which would accrue to the 
producers of California, in obtaining cheap 
transportation fur their wheat, bailey, 
wool, honey, fruits, grape products, etc. 

1 urn glad to know the Board of Trade of 
San Francisco in moving in this question, 
and have appointed a committee to make a 
special report; and if every chamber of 
commerce on this coast would take action, 
the result could not bo but beneficial. 

There are some pertinent reasons, politi , 
cn! and commercial, why we should build : 
and control this canal. First, to facilitate 
the increasing demand of the commercial 
world, and to sat at rout for all time the 
agitation of this question. Second, ns a 
matter of national safety. Our people 
should build and euidruHt, to be able to 
protect our oxtemsivo imssasHious oil this 
coast; for if owned and controlled by any 
ollur nation, I bo expeiiKe of making and 
maintaining fortifinitimis, building and 
manning vessels of war and naval stations, 
would amount to more than Lho cost of 
two such canals. 

Commercially, it would give our mm- 
chant murine a great Impulse, creating n 
much greater demand for our idle vassal*j 
fur the producers a houiu market at much 
better pi n os. 

When wn cun deliver our product* on 
board of ships in ol»r own harbor*, mi l 
have them tmuapuitod to . intern port-, m 
from twenty to twenty live day and u. 
•be purls of Kuropc within thirty days, 
without breaking bulk, obtaining Un¬ 
natural resultsof cheap tiuiieportutian; we 
can say with Humility, farew. il to inomqH 
lies mid high rates of freight. There w ill 
be enjoyed a Commercial prosperity tied 
cun never ho secured by any idle r moans 
of oomraiiiiicutioii. 

Another factor of imparlance is that it w.ll 
bring our commerce into doner relations 


with our near neighbors of Central America, 
towards whom n great apathy exists on the 
part of our people, notwithstanding that 
| country in wonderfully rich, giving tlm 
most varied and valuable productions of 
any on the globe. They arc articles that 
we require and cau not profitably produce, 
such as India Rubber, indigo, cochineal, 
coffee, cocuu, etc. ,otc. For thssewe should 

exchange our own product* nod manu¬ 
factured goods; and yet three fourth* of 
their exports pass right by our door*, ^ek¬ 
ing n market for exchange iu Europe 

With n present population of over two 
millions, uml a capacity for supporting in 
luxury ten times that number, being only 
two thousand miles from u* : v. th thin 
cumd opened uud controlled by our people, 
may we nut reasonably . xpeei a change iu 
all this for our benefit. 

Therefore, t say. every citiren of this 
country Is interested iu the canal project, 
and should use his influence in favor of 
limldiug it; And no slate will derive a 
greater and more speedy mturn from d 
l llali out own BUiiny California

THE AGRICULTURAL STATUS OF CALI¬ 
FORNIA 

TF1HE report of tlie Commissioners of Ag- 
-*- rieultiiro. forIhevaar 1878,give*»onm 
highly interesting stutistirci, showing the 
agricultural productions of thia Stale fur 
that year. They urn figures that should he 
reiki hynll; by our own people that they 
limy become cognizant of the fact that with 
our sparse population of less than three lo 
tin) square mile, we have already attained 
to the front rank among our best agricul¬ 
tural States; aud by those meditating a re¬ 
moval to our genial clime that they may bn 
made aware that with an increase of pnpu 
lation, which shall bring us up to the 
standard of the average Eastern Slate. Cal 
ifornia will become the granary and the 
fruit orchard of the world. 

Familiar with tlm progress of the Slat, 
since 1857, we were prepared for figures 
showing large n suits, Out we must confess 
we were astonished to be apprised t.huf Cal¬ 
ifornia produced in 1878 one tenth of tin- 
wheat grown in the country I And had w«j 
met the statement that out wheat was worth 
mure than the crop of the State of Ohio— 
tin- next largest producer—in a loss repu¬ 
table publication, we should have doubled 
tlm correctness of it. Thu tables of the 
report appear to he made up with gloat 
cure, so we tan find no justification lor 
doubting whnt we have m. inclination to 
disbelieve, and are pleased to find our 
State, hitherto celebrated for it-genial oli- 
ninte and sands of gold, as famous tor its 
immense crops of the ueot-aearie* of life. 
Our random will hardly need an apology 
from us for devoting u’littJe space to some 
of tlm facta of the report, 

Tim entire wheat crop of the country for 
1878, m giv.-r, ,it 420,122.400 bushels.’ Ol 
this amount California produced 41,.‘100,000 
bushels, or on6 tenth.

Owing to the weak condition of bees, 
natural swarming will not Commence this 
season ns early ns usual, Artificial swarm¬ 
ing is now general among nearly all pine 
lie/il iiniansts. It i* urged, by some, how¬ 
ever that bees know lu st when to swarm, 
and that natural swarms arc stronger, and 
consequently more reliable. 

Hut when permitted to swarm n.l tUnlum, 
bees require constant watching, else swarms 
may abnoimd, and leave the apiarist to 
sigh over his loss as they gu glimmering. 

Artificial swarming, when properly done, I 
is as reliable and much safer than natural 
swarming, ns it prevents the loss of swarms 
b% absconding, We have not adopted the I 
method usually practiced in this country, I 
of making two colonies out. of one.

r >REPERABLY the main pipe is laid 
through tlio center of tract, if larger 
than five ocn?R, so that the distributing 
ipcs (or laterals) will bo nearly the same 
ength. 

It is best to have tint little pressure (2 to 
S feet), ns the water may hr farced lo the 
surface, but this is cosily managed, no 
matter how high the fnuiilrtltl may be 
above the tract to be irrigated 

The sizn of distributing pipe depends 
somewhat on the length of the I'uw of trees; 
but it is not desirable to have u large pipe 
as it contains too much water to be drained 
off through the lonc»l outlets, giving too 
nuuh water to the lower trees Ordinarily 
we use a pipe of two inch caliber. 

Frequently (owing to the conformation 
of the ground) one line of pine will fill 
before nut/ water readmit the other line or 
lines in a section (a H-nlioi, is any number 
of rows supplied by one hydrant);of course 
it is carrying water to the t rees along that 
line, not only while the other pipes are to 
their respective rows, but afU*r they have 
ceased to do so.

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BRIGHT PROSPECTS. 

Messrs. Carter A Rice: The sunt hern 
part of Los Angeles county has no just 
muse of complaint against the clerk of the 
weather this year, for although tliu past 
winter has been unusually cold, and vege¬ 
tation is more backward than usual, no 
harm Las been done by frost in Anafiritn, 
< 'niirnli'i , Gnrtlm Urn i ., Orattga and Sautn 
Ana. Citrus fruit trees are entirely un¬ 
touched by frost, except in tins ensp of a 
few lime trees, of which only a few tender 
twigs were nipped. As tins winters of 
1H7H and IN7D and 1879 and 1880 are the* 
coldest that have been experienced here 
for a number of years, our exemption 
must lm owing to permanently acting 
causes, and can lm t-ftltmlntcil upon in the 
future. Although during the storms this 
winter snow fell all over the Stale, north 
anil south, "warm Mt*" and everywhere, 
none fell in the valley of the Santa Anu 
river, which includes the uliuvc-munod 
places, and if we mny trust the memory of 
the oldest inhabitants none lias fallen hern 
for twenty years. Persons about to plant 
vines mid fruit trees should take note of 
these facts, and soled, then lands whero 
the risks from frost urn i educed to n mini¬ 
mum. 

Our other fruits promivu’ large nhii us, 
the cold weather having kept them from 
blooming later than usual, so that the 
danger of damage frciin frost is now prob¬ 
ably past. Our vinoynid men some time 
since had made extum-irci preparation* to 
smoke t heir plantations in ease Jack Frost 
should make an a-omlt upon Iheiu. hut it 
is ptobubh that, now tils danger |s orr-t, 
and (lieu supplies of coal tar ami imphftl- 
lum will be kept, fui imotlni kiiinijii. A** 
grapes will probably mil for ft'io to $90 pe,

Our Amilieini OdcHim wheat in growing 
splendidly; in most of the fields it lias 


I hj trend out and fully covered the ground, 
and is now beginning to look upward* for ; 
a chance to extend itself. No matter what 
other wheat will do in the county this 
year, this wheat is eorfain to yield very 
largely. Its good qualities will he thur-' 
ougldy tested and its reputation (irmly es- 
; tablished. If parties in aeurtih of wheal 
lands will visit thin section in the mouth 
of May, i think we will be a bio to satisfy 
t hem ns to I lie wheat-grow ing capacity of 
’ the Santa Ana valley. The only danger is 
that the growth will lie too great; but if it 
don 't lodge, and it lias the reputation of 
being a strong straw and wbimt, f think 
some fields will yield 10 centals nor m re; 
it yielded as much as 90 centals last year 
with inches o( rain, and it is not un- 
iciisnnttblo to expect, a 25 per cent, better 
return with over 1'2 ini bus of rain, when 
it has been sown on tin* very lust lands of 
the valley, which have yielded 10 centals 
of barley to Hie nitre. 

Bariev and no both promise a huge 
yield. The early barley is large, has 
banded out, and, notwithstanding tin- 
heavy rain, lifts fallnn very little. The 
late barley is cerium to do wall.

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LOS ANGELES COUNTY AS A STOCK 
COUNTY. 

Mkrmiih. Cabteb ami Rick. Although the 
name of your paper would seem to eoiifloe 
your contributors to horticultural sub¬ 
jects, still I think that all matters relating 
to agriculture arc legitimate subjects for 
discussion. This county has many and 
great capabilities. Within its boundaries 
there are great varieties of soil and 
climate, each of which has its special 
adaptation—some parts to semi-tropical 
and others to northern fruits; but the 
large body of moist, irrigable valley lands 
are especially adapted to the production 
or corn, wheat, barley, roots, and, on 
nocount of their largo yield of native 
gvansc-s and alfalfa, tiro particularly 
adapted to Hie raising of all kinds of 
stock. When animals can have a full 
supply of green feed all the year, they 
are always kept in a thrifty, growing 
condition upon food which is produced 
at small cost. They grow to a larger 
size, mid are mature at. an earlier age, 
than in countries where similar animals 
are kept in state of semi starvation 
IV-r half of the year. Hero, on account of 
the mildness of the climate but a small 
proportion of the food is required t«j »u« 
tain life, and all the surplus i* utilized in 
the uiaintainaiH'O of growth and production 
of flesh; or, in other words, but little food 
gi>e*i to waste, and notch to prufll,. In the 
northern part of the State, tu» green gni-s 
lusts but mi or seven month*, and in most 
cases utock during the remaining five or 
su months of the year have „ hard time to 
keep " soul and body ’’ together, until 
crass comes again, in nnlimuy seasons; 
but, during the iiimxitiupltd eold of the 
past winter, the rains having destroyed the 
dried grass, and the long ronliiitied fronts 
lire venting the growth of the voung grww . 
large quantities of cattle ‘and sheep 
perished with hunger and cold, and the 
profits of years of haid work were lost. 
At the Haim time, in this county there wan 
the greatest abundance of food for tin 
linos tin* stock we- lutd hero, on the 
natural ginaac-H, which mu noil product , 
Without care or cultivation. But if our 
lauds should in tho future be devoted to 


Hie extent of their capacity to tho muden- 
j tntion of beef cattle or dairy cows, it is a 
1 moderate estimate to say ‘that they will 
fully feed three head per nrre, giving them 
all they can eat three hundred ami sixtv- 
fivB day* '« U>e year. To do this would 
require artificial food, *ueli na alfalfa, 
roots, coin fodder, Ay., which would have, 
to be raised and fed to them. But (here 
would be this advantage. After the stock 
got fat, I bey would never fnll off in con¬ 
dition. but would bn always prime hoof, for 
which the In tellers pay tho highest price 
During the summer months, when the 
pasture* are flush, everybody lias fat 
I stock, and price* rule low; but in the 
winter, stock kept on the ranges are in¬ 
variably poor, ami fat stock are in demand, 
and then is the time when our Los Angeles 
stockuian makes his profit Heretofore, 
San Francisco got Lei fat utock from 
Nevada during tlm winter; but now the 
Eastern demand lakes the Nevada cattle, 
and San Francisco during the past winter 
had to gather up her fat beef where nhe 
could get it. This county furnished part 
of it, and could hnve sold her mine, if we 
had had it; hut wo supplied them with fat. 
mutton exclusively for several months. 

We hnve in this valley large tract* of | 
wot land, only suitable for pnMWage. upon \ 
which tin grn-s is always green These 
lauds can minify ami cheaply la- cue'limed 
with wire* and live posts, and the stock to 
put in them can uIwiivm be bought at low 
Primm during the spring and summer, 
and turned into the enoloituic, where they j 
min hi kept Without can nr attention until 
•hn hoiivy rain- set in, when they i an lie 
he removed to drier lands adjoining. which 
produce during ih- rainy months heavy 
growth of burr clover and alfileitlla. upon 
which they falLeri during the winb r. In 
oiii ordinaly years, cattle kept hi !hi« way 
would require no provision in the way of 
ha* , tint to bo sure that his beef stock 
would not fall away la-tween the old and 
Mew glass. In- should have solin' provision 
of hay , or an alfalfa pasture, to put them 
on, until the new grass aoqutreii sufficient 
untwtnm-e t-> hi. lain atul fatten. \ laig. 
amount of stock could be handled in Hits 
way at but small expense. The cost of 


fencing would ho principally for the wiri 
which ia indestructible; the live posts, of 
willow or cottonwood, In mg ml on or 
ueiu the ground where they ore to stand;

be large. His a chance for a capitalist, 
and, us (hero are many places suitable, 
there are chances for several of them 
Smaller capitalists would have to v nb nt 
themselves with smaller tract* of Ian-1, 
raise the food for their slock, ke* p ir n 
to tho acre, nud, bv extra ran , they will 
produce a finer quality of ln-f, ir-d .it an 
extra price for their extra expense.

SAN DIEGO-CITY AND COUNTY. 


BY DOUGLAS GUNN, EDITOR OF THE SAN DIEGO

T HE Bay of San Diego was discovered 
in the year 1542 by Juan Rodriguez 
Oabrillo, a PorhlgOcHC navigator in tin 
service of Spain Tlio prosent mime of 
the harbor was given by Sebastian Viz¬ 
caino, who surveyed it in No\ember, 1G02. 
On the 16th <lav of July, 176'.), the iHsl 
Catholic Mission in Alta (upper) Cali¬ 
fornia was founded ho)'" by the Father 
Francis Junipern Soria, who had arrived 
here with a party overland from Lower 
California on July 1st. The found'd ion 
of the (irst mission building was laid on 
the point of the hill overlooking the liver 
where the “ Old Town ” of Sim Dingo is 
now situated. This is known as Presidio 
Hill, and remnants of the ruins ol the old 
Presidio and Church arc yet to be seen 
there. The missionary qvitirtors were re¬ 
moved up the valley ol the Sail Diego 
river nbout sis miles, iu August. 1774. 
The present mission buildings—or rather 
their ruins—stand on this last abated site. 
They were begun in 1775, and (lie church 
was dedicated the next year; but the 
establishment was not finally completed 
until 1784. 

The Mission Fathers cultivated the land 
extensively, they had wide Helds of grain, 
vineyards and orchards, tilled by their 
Indian converts, and they also possessed 
large flocks and herds, They brought in 
water for irrigation by u ditch from a 
point on the liver some miles above tin* 
Mission, and the ruins of their massive 
stono dam are to ho seen in the Cajon 
Valley. Traces of then- ditch also remain. 
The old Mission olive orchard ia our host 
preserved relic of the past. Home 300 
trees, in thrifty growth, produce their 
yearly crops of olives. From this olive 
orchard all the olive trees in California 
have been propagated; it is the first 
planted in the .State; cuttings were aenl 
from it by tlm Fathers to the other mis¬ 
sions as they wove successively established 
Iu 1HH» the last Mexican Governor, Pin 
l’ico, by order of llm General Govern¬ 
ment, sold the lauds of tho Mission Han 
Diego, nearly 110,1)00 acres, nmerving to 
tho Chinch about 22 ucrea, wbieli, with the 
crumbling buildings, olive orchard, otc., 
are still tlm property of the Catholic 
Church. 

The municipal or Pueblo organization 
of Han Diego was effected January 1st, 
1835. Up to 1K25, Hourly the cnlii'i 
civilized population lived within tin hunt* 
ol tho L’resiilio. Gradually the soldier*' 
families moved down lo llic font of 
hill, and formed tin* little setiletriani 

which ufforward hi.in llm Pueblo and 

build 1800 was the comity seat of Sun 
Diego county. Thirteen votes in all were 
coot for officers ol llm Pueblo at the first 
town election in Decoiuber, |N34. July 
7th, 18411, the change of Hag* took place, 
ami Han Diego was I, henceforth an Auinii* 
can town. Han Dingo iiauuly wim orgiin 
ized by act of the Giiltforuiu Legislature in 


1850, and on April 1st of that year the 
first county election was held. The town 
polled 157 votes at that election. Tho 
first county assessment roll shows the 
Value of taxable property in 1850 as 
follows; Hand, lands, $265,281; ten 
stores, $05,30588 house*, $104,802, 
efitlln, 0.7HO head, $02,280 : total value, 
$517,258, The city assessment roll for 
the same vear gave, for Old Town, 
$254,210; New Town, $80,060; Middle 
town, $30,000; total value, $375,100. 
Tho aggregate population of the county 
in 1850 was 78!), of which about (100 
belonged to the city, 

The growth of San Diego proper, dates 
from the year 18(17, id which time the pro¬ 
ject of a Southern Pacific Ruilro.nl (fir*t. 
broached iu 1854, and which had slumbered 
during the period of the civil war) was 
revived. As tho proposed Pacific terminus 
of the road, San Diego tame immediately 
into 'prominence. The Old Town was 
built some distance inland from the Bay. 
What was called New Town consisted 
simply of the Government barracks and 
Urn officers' quarters, and tlie ruins of a 
small wharf. Mr A. E, Horton came horn 
in the Spring of 1857, and conceived tlm 
idea that there would he an important city 
at this point, mid that it. would bo built On 
the Bay. Accordingly, lie bought at 
public Side in May a tract of some 000 
acres of Die Pueblo land on tfle Bay 
shore, hail it surveyed as a town silo, and 
gave i! the name of Morion’s Addition to 
Sail Diego. Tills tract is the centre of 
the present city of San Diego. The wharf 
now owned by the Pacific Coast Steamship 
(Anupnny was Imilfc by Mr. Horton in 
1858. The new town grew rapidly; hand 
some residences and substantial brick 
business structures were erected, and the 
county inland began to fill up with 
people at tlm same time. The railway 
prospect, us stated, was the chief stimulus 
fo tue growth of tlm new city; but the 
people soon began to give attention to tho 
development of the resources of the 
county; and when it was found that 
patioiuiG must lie had, under delay iu rail¬ 
road ufl’iiiis, the people were prepared to 
exercise that virtue No uouinumity ha* 
even' exhibited greater courage and stronger 
faith tluiii San Diego, and the reward will 
surely he limped by Imr enterprising 
eilizmiH. Tho eummeren of llm port bits 
steadily (uoroimoud; good roads have been 
built lo all pai ls of I,lie liileiior, farms and 
ureUarda have bunii culiivttled; mines have 
been opened and worked, important in 
dllrillil'M luiVD been C*lublinllod; mill, ill 
H[jitu of " lull'd tiuwiu,” the enmity hits 
made steady progress in population and 
wealth.

In iHliN (lie total 
population of town and county was lee 
Id lit n 2,0U(l; total assessed valuation of 
property iu town and county, $171,610 
Tho only industry was entile rinsing, l lm 
olive glove at tin* old Mission, a few 
oimigo frees al Hun Luis Ivey, soruo scat¬ 
tering native fig Iitnl pear trees, and the 


small vineyards of tho ranelios, were nil 
that the county could slmw (or fruit. 
About everything that the people con¬ 
sumed, aside from beef, was imported. 
In 1880 the estimated population of the 
county is 12,800; the city having 3,000, 
The taxable valuation of property for the 
current fiscal year is $5,500,000. Total 
acres of land enclosed in the county, 
124,000; total acres under cultivation 
40,504; acreage in wheat, 10,000; in 
barley, 11,0(10; in hay. 10,235; in corn, 
2,000; iu other products, 7,358. Tlm 
wheat, crop of the pre-. lit -eu—>n is ex¬ 
pected to go aimvi twelve million pounds; 
the barley crop about, half as much. 
Estimated number of bearing lemon trees, 
5,300; orange trees 5,030, e.live trees, 
8,710; acres grape vines, 3,130. The wool 
clip of this year is estimated to be about 
two million pounds; iu 1878 it was 
1,050.000; in 1876. 1.837,860. A very 
important industry, in which Sun Diego 
couuty leads the- Stale, if no', indeed, the 
world, is that of bee-keeping. Some 
statistics from the Assessor's returns as to 
tho honey productions ol roi-vut years will 
bo interesting: In 1873 the honey exported 
from Sail Diego amounted to 116,000 
pounds; in 1875 it reached 650,000 
pounds; in 187fi this was more than 
doubled, the exportation being 1,277,155 
pounds; while in ls7S we shipped the 
amazing aggregate of 2,075,000 pounds of 
llOUey! The following gem ml statistics 
am from tho Assessor's return of last year-

Ill tho law of t’uiigiesM uf 1871, i liartering 
the Texas 1‘acifio Company to build the 
thill) M'CUiid parallel line, it i. enacted 
that this read '’shall ba constructed and 
maintained, as a continuous line, from 
Mamin. II, Texas, In ship*' channel in tho 
Bay l>( Sau Diego, California; pursuing 
in tin* location Un roof the most direct and 
chgihli: route, as nrin us uiai be (lie 32ml 
piimllel of moth latitude. Tins Com 
panv holds a tract of about 5, (Hit) acres of 
laird on tfii" water (font of S.n Dn go for 
Uuiuiiuil and other purposes, and declares

Sau Diego, although Construction has so 
lur been earned on oidi at, lie eastern 
end, Some nmntlrs ago (In' Direclois of 
licit important Boston eoipni.iluui, tho 
AtoliUmi, Topi !oi and Santo l 1 ', liailwad 
Company sent two of their number to Han 
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Diego, lo examine tho facilities for ex¬ 
tending their line on I ho 35lh parallel 
from Santa Fc- to the Pacific at thin Buy. 
A provisional arrangement was made with 
them, by which about 5,0110 acres of 
oqiinllv valuable water front land with 
that held hv the Texas Pacific was set, 
ft part, and is now h* Id pending the con¬ 
summation of a definite contract, Every 
intelligent officer of the army who lifts 
examined the subject, and the report? of 
all the engineers ennemniug tlin 32ud and 
3*th parallel railway lines, concur in 
bearing testimony to the remarkably ad¬ 
vantageous natural position occupied hv 
Han Diego. Thorn arc but two real 
harbors on the entire Pacific coast of the 
l ulled States—San Francisco and San 
Diego— and San Diego in several hundred 
miles nearer to the Atlantic coast and to 
every prominent commercial center than 
San Francisco. A *• riuinuw ut San Diego 
gives the shortest railway route between 
oceans. If is this well-established fact, of 
the advantage nf natural position, that, ex¬ 
plains the jealousy with which the railroad 
anticipations of San Diego have always 
been regarded by San F rail cisco, But not 
only ic tho terminus of the shortlist line 
of trans-continental railway is this fact of 
position important. Without, a direct 
railroad to the East, Snu Diego, with 
merely a connecting branch or blanches, 
with simply loeiil lines of railway, must 
still become the soeund city of the Pacific 
coast. Because, when Southern California 
is filled up with population— wlmu the 
people who arc pouring into those Houthern 
counties arc established in productive in¬ 
dustry—the Bay of Sun Diego is the point 
through which they will most speedily and 
cheaply obtain their supplies of foreign 
importation, and to which they will most 
profitably send their product* for ex¬ 
portation. San Diego is tho nearest, port 
for ships from Mexico ami Central and 
South America, the Sandwich Islands, 
Australia, China and Japan, and India. 
With the Isthmus Canal opened, we Hindi 
always bo 45(1 miles neater European ports 
thou San Francisco. 

The l*M-bor of Sun Diego was designed 
by naturT lor an important commerce. It 
ia spoken ocby Prut (teorge Davidson, of 
the U. S. Coast Survey, in the following 
emphatic words: '* Next to that of Snu 
Francisco, no harbor on tho Pacific coast 
of the United States approximates in ex¬ 
cellence the Bay of Sail Diego. The 
bottom m uifornily good; no rocks bnve 
been discovered in the Bay or approaches; 
the position of lb' Bay with relation to the 
const, and of the bar with relation to 
Point Loinn, is Hitch that there Ih rarely 
much swell on the bar; us a Mil#, there is 
less swell on this bar than on any otllGi 
bar on tho Pacific coast. There is loss 
rain, fog, and thick haze, and more clear 
weather in this vicinity than at all points 
to the northward, and entrance is less 
difficult to make and outer on that ac¬ 
count. Large vessels cun go about seven 
miles (geographical) up the 15uv with an 
averge width of channel of eight hundred 
yards between the four fathom linen ut | 


low water. This indicates sufficient 
capacity to accommodate a largo com¬ 
merce." Admiral Taylor. U. S. N., who 
visited tho port, in 1870, said " that Sun 
Diego harbor was amply capacious to ac¬ 
commodate twice the present commerce of 
the Pacific coast." Commodore C. P. 
I’altcihnn, Superintendent of the U. S 
Coast Survey at Washington, transmitted 
In tlin (tliairunin of the House Committee 
on thi Pacific Railroads, May ItMh, 1878, 
the results of the last, survey of Ban Diego 
harbor by tho officers- of the " Handler" in 
that year. He says: •* Tim depth over the 
tan is 23 feet. The bar remains in a 
remarkably permanent state*. Thu distance 
across the bar, from an outride depth of 
27 Teel to Mm same depth inside, i« but 
285 yards, so that the removal of about 
00,000 yards of material would give a 
channel cif 300 feet wide and 28J foot deep 
over the bar at mean low water. 1 have 
crossed this bar at all hours, both day and 
night, with steamers of from 1000 to 8000 
tilUB burden, during nil seasons, for several 
years, without any detention whatever. 
As will bo seen from thedinit-nsiuungiven, 
amble accommodations can be had in this 
lmrbtu for a very large commerce. There 
h no safer harbor on the Pacific const for 
entering or leaviug, nr for vessels lying off 
whnrveH. It is tho only latnl-loolmd 
bailnir south nf 8an Francisco, and north 
of San Quonliii, Dower California, n stretch 
of fillO miles of const, and from a national 
point of view its importance is SO gnat 
that its preservation demands national 
protection ami justifies national expendi¬ 
tures, Fortunately; these expenditures 
need not bo graft!, if the stable regimen of 
the harbor be preserved.'* This harbor 
compares vnry favorably with, those of the 
principal Atlantic) seaports. It lma at 
menu low tide one font more water over 
tho bar than New York; it 1ms five feet 
nmro than Boston; four and a half feet 
more than Philadelphia, and over five feet 
more than Charleston and Mobile. 

San Diego poaBesaes a climate matchless 
in the world, as the report* of the Ob¬ 
servers of the l 1 . S. Signal Service here, 
oompaied with observation* at the most 
favored spot" else.'. In-re, abundantly es¬ 
tablish. We apeak more especially of thu 
climate of tho city, for passing through 
the interior of the county, one can have 
variety in climate. There are three or 
four different climates within 811 miles of 
the Bay. 'l'he city is situated upon a 
plateau formed by the geutl.v sloping 
character of Mm foot-hills, tho inclination 
bring to tlin south-west. Tho soil is dry 
and porous. On the uoi'lli-i ast mill south¬ 
east arc tho elopes and peaks of the count 
range anil Lower California chain of 
mountains ; southward lies the open 
Pacific Ocean, separated from thu waters 
of the Bay by tho fouig, narrow Hpit of 
land which forms a natural break-water, 
making the most perfect, and absolutely 
wife harbor on tho entire coast,; on the 
west is the peninsular extension from the 
mainland which forms tho western bound¬ 
ary of llm entrance to tho Bay, and breaks 
the force of the prevailing wiud from the 


Pacific. Situated thus, tho city of San 
Dii-go hae the most equable temperature 
known among the dwelling-places of 
civilised men on the face of the globe. 
Thu mountain tops on the north may 
glisten in their robes of snow; tho at¬ 
mosphere may glow with fervid heat in 
tin Colorado Desert. Oil the east; yet the 
resident of our city, dwelling but. fifty 
miles distant, from mountain top or desert, 
depression, enjoys the same delightful 
temperature, with scarcely a perceptible 
differentia between winter and summer, 
wears the same clothing, and sleeps under 
the same covering, the year around. The 
temperature of San Diego has a yearly 
mean of (i'2 deg. For the spring months, 
*id deg.; uimrnnr. 71 deg.; autumn, 04 
deg.; and winter, 56 deg. The yearly 
mean temperature of tho water in the Bay 
is 06 deg. The average animal rainfall ia 
about teu inches, with less Mum 50 rainy 
days in the whole year. And here tho 
most .of the rain falls at night; there are 
v> iy fow of what Eastern people would 
call rainy days." There ip no mud; 
after the heaviest rain the surface of the 
ground dries in a few hours; this being 
duo both to the character of tho soil and 
the natural slopo of tho laud. The late 
ProfcsHor Agassiz, who visited San Diego 
in 1872, spending some time here, and 
studying the records of our climate in tho 
Signal Office with great interest, pro¬ 
nounced our climatic advantages un¬ 
equalled in the world. “Your climate,” 
said he, in a brief public address, “ is 
your grout capital. It will be worth 
millions to you as it becomes known.” 
Sure it. is, that, given the railway con¬ 
nections that cannot now be long deferred, 
the thousands of invalids and rest seekers, 
who now expensively sojourn in Florida, 
Cuba, Italy, ami France, will turn their 
Hi op;* to San Diego, and find life and vigor 
in lliis glorious climate, and the great 
Professor's words will be realized. 


PROFITS OF FRUIT DRYING, 

The question is often asked what is fruit 
worth to dry, and what is the expense of 
drying. 

The lowest capacity claimed by Mr. 
PluuUM'-r tin' patentee of tho Plummer 
Di ver, is for his factory size 300 pounds of 
apples or 210 pounds of peeled peaches 
per hour. A t this rate the production of 
dried fruit for each day of fourteen hours 
is 525 pounds of dried apples, or 420 
pounds of dried peaches. Tho expense of 
running one day is, for four hands and 
about oiie-sixth of ti cord of wood; total 
five dollars per day or about one cent per 
pound. Tho expense of drying peaches is 
about one half more where peaches are 
peeled. 

Tim presold, prices of Plummer dried 
apple., are 12 to El cents, for peaches 23 
cents wholesale. It requires eight pounds 
of apples to make one of dried, and seven 
Of peaches to make one dried. 

This makes apples worth 1.4 conts per 
pound and peaches three cents not at the 
orchard.

This is a great 
error, and should bn corrected, among 
commercial men as well as a large majority 
of consumers. There is a wide difference 
between strained and extracted Strained 
honn is that which is filtered or pressed 
through doth, which was the primitive 
way of straining honey Now, under the 
present improved un-tlind, it is strained by 
means of n sun extractor, which consists 
of a three-square box, one foot or more 
deep, lined with zinc or tin. a dminer of 
hhe metal fitted in the box, about midway 
from the top, upon which is placed the 
comb, fragments, etc. The top is covered 
with gloss (a common window flash), which 
attracts the heat of the sun, causing the 
comb to melt, and houfiy, wax, ben bread, 
dead bees and all to run or mix together, 
deal toying Dm original flavor of the honey; 
the wax p.HBeg through thoatrairier below, 
where it tools, and the honey is drawn off

HOMEY CAKK,

FRUIT DRYING. 

A crop well grown is only half way to 
market. The profits- of fruit raising are 
not all in producing Die beHt quality, but 
in selling to the beat advantage. The 
great, trouble here, in Southern California, 
lifts been iu not receiving a fair price for 
fruits. Our solution of this question is— 
dry much of ynur fruits, and sell when 
you get ready at a good price. 

It has been carefully estimated that 
when throe-quartern of a cent, per pound 
is paid for fruit, il is worth two ccnls to 
the seller to dry il himself, and pay good 
working wages for his labor. This is a 
low estimate, ami with the juices that 
have been paid during the last year, a very 
handsome profit, cun be made by the fruit 
raiser by drying and welling when the 
market price and demand will justify him. 

The. market and demand for well cured 
fruits is and always will be good. Here, 
in Southern California, we are especially 
favored, on account of the largo trade we 
are now having fiom Arizona and other 
mining districts of the south-west. This 
demand will be largely increased during 
Die coming year, and juices will be cor¬

TURKEY RAISING. 

It. is just as easy to raise fine, largo and 
healthy turkeys, if the proper course be 
pursued, ns il is to worry over n lot of 
puny birds all tin 1 uoukoii, and then have 
then; only attain to about half the size 
they otherwise would. The lies! plan to 
raise turkeys successfully and profitably is 
on a praia or grass farm, where they can 
have a good range, Tinkers kept housed 
will not do well. They cannot, bear con¬ 
finement. Il is natural for them to roam 
about, even while young, in Search of bugs 
and (lies. The best mother is a turkey 
hen; she will cover liar chicks well. 

It is much easier to raise turkeys, here in 
California, if hatched after the rains are 
over, than in the East. For breeding 
stock, select a large, well formed and 
enily hutched young gobbler, and, when 
it. can be done, have your hens two years 
old at least. They will lay better, set 
steadier, and are far better mothers, while 
'lie young are invariably hardier Ilian 
those from Inst year’* hatch. If good, 
strong stock is selected, turkey raising in 
California is very finny, and especially
